Taking form on the uppermost part of the Palos Verdes 
Peninsula, a short distance from Torrance, is a unique 
scientific community—the Palos Verdes Research Park. 
Soon, a number of the nation's well-known scientific re­ 
search and development firms are expected to acquire sites 
and begin building admini-
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strative buildings and labora­ 
tories there. A host of scien­ 
tists and engineers will be 
bringing their families into 
the South Bay area, to begin 
enjoying the ideal living con­ 
ditions residents know and 
appreciate so well.

NEW CONCEPT 
The Park is being develop­ 

ed by Great Lakes Proper­ 
ties, inc., under the direction 
of Loring Marlett, vice presi­ 
dent of Great Lakes Proper­ 
ties. Inc.. and William C. 
Jones, manager of property 
development for the firm. Ac­ 
cording to Marlett, Palos Ver­ 
des Research Park represents 
a new concept in science, re­ 
search and development pro­

jects, in that it is the first re­ 
search park in the United 
States established u n d e f a 
specially created "SR-D" 
(science, researqh, develop­ 
ment) zoning

Under this classification, 
activities are restricted to R 
& D only, with "all resultant 
products initiated, developed,
or completed restricted
to prototypes." No manufac­ 
turing on a "mass-produc­ 
tion" basis is acceptable. 

PRIMARY PURPOSE 
The primary purpose of the 

Park is to help corporations 
(I) hold key creative techni­ 
cal personnel by providing 
them a stimulating environ­ 
ment in ideal living sur­ 
roundings, and (2) carry out

basic and applied research un­ 
der productive conditions. 
The location of a properly 
planned research park in sub­ 
urban, campus-like environ­ 
ments like that planned for 
Palos Verdes is stimulating to 
creative minds, explained 
Marlett. When combined with 
a close proximity to a major 
metropolitan area such as Los 
Angeles, he continued, such 
a park can prove to be a tre­ 
mendous factor in attracting 
—and keeping—key scientific 
personnel.

Palos Verdes Research 
Park was conveived after a 
survey conducted by Stanford 
Research Institute, in which 
the finest features of over 20C 
"garden - type" industrial 
parks were borrowed and re­ 
fined in order to create the 
ideal research center. Victor 
Gruen Associates drew up the 
land-use plan for the 410 acre

Park, to assure a campus-Hkt 
environment free from heavi­ 
ly travelled thoroughfares 
and other distractions, and 
laid out according to the high­ 
est architectural and land­ 
scaping standards. Although 
roads within the Park are 
planned to discourage 
through traffic, ^ey connect 
conveniently to main high­ 
ways and the adjacent Town 
Center.

SIGNIFICANT 
The Town Center itself will 

bt a significant addition to 
the Peninsula. It is designed 
to become the focal point for 
marketing, cultural, and civic 
activities for the entire Palos 
Verdes area. It will include 
such things as a shopping 
center, office and apartment 
buildings, motel-hotel accom­ 
modations, medical center^ 
public library and auditori­ 
um. Construction is now un­ 
der way on a number of 
stores and shops.
